PROPOSED OPERATIONS:

This proposal is an alternate to the proposal submitted on September
20, 1991. The purpose of this proposal is to locate the test pit
area in a location where no overburden exists and is clear of any
vegetation.

The reason for the test pit is explained in the prior submittal.

The proposed pit will be flagged with all disturbed portions being
within the flagged area.

The bentonite will be pushed into a designated stockpile by a bull-
dozer tractor with back rippers. The material will then be picked up
by a front end loader and put on trucks that will haul the material
to the plant for testing.

There will be no explosives used,

The amount of excavation will be enough to determine the value of the
rmaterial. It will not exceed the maximum of five acres or the area
within the flagged zone,

The period of operation is dependent on the weather and the test
results, Because of the unknown results ana weather the time re-
guested is from October 22, 1991 to July 1, 1992,
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PROPOSED RECLAMATION:

After the testing and evaluation the area will be reclaimed to the
standards described in 43 CFR 3809, 1-3(d).

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Stan Jackson & Associates have recently completed a testing program to
determine if the bentonite deposit warrants further development, It was
concluded all the material is not amenable for the type of product we are
searching for. lHowever, there are sections that meet the type and quality

we want.

PROPOSED OPERATIONS .

Our needs are for a smectite deposit with stratas that contain a high
purity bentonite that can be processed to meet the specifications for the
food and cosmetic industry, a high tech sealer and other specialty uses.
Stratas of zeolites are also being evaluated.

\
The recent sampling indicates there are possible isolated seams that con- j
tain the material we are looking for. It was concluded that to determine |
a true quality, attitude and quantity, a full section of the bentonite ;
will need to be exposed. After examining numerous outcrops and exposures |
we settled on the area we are proposing.

This mound of bentonite is isolated with easy access, very little over-
burden and offers less land disturbance than others that were examined,

To expose a full section is going to require a cut 40 feet deep by 250
long and 25 feet wide at the base. Included is a map that graphically
illustrates our development plan. . _

The type of equipment used will be a large tractor dozer with back rippers.
The cap rock is a broken thin layer of burro canyon conglomerate. This
will be pushed into a designated waste area on the north side of the cut
and stockpiled, After the mining is completed the stockpile will be used
as backfill for reclamation,

The bentonite will be pushed into a designated stockpile on the south side
of the cut. This material will be loaded on trucks with a front end loader
and hauled to the grinding plant for testing.

The open cut will be mapped and sampled in detail for evaluation. If the
cut proves out to be of value a plan of operations will be submitted for
additional mining.

There will be no explosives used.

The amount of excavation will be approximately 12,000 cubic yards, including
waste.

The total area to be disturbed is as follows:

The period of operation is dependent upon the weather conditions, and
results of the testing. Therefore no absolute time can be determined,
The time requested for this period of operation is from October 1, 1991

to July 1, 1992,
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PROPOSED RECLAMATION

The proposed reclamation will be done prior to July 1, 1992, or when the
open cut has been fully evaluated,.

The cut will be contoured to conform with the satisfaction of the appro-
priate resource area regulators,

The area of disturbance consists mainly of bentonite that is chemically
inert and has no vegetation. The Burro Canyon conglomerate that forms
the cap rock is broken up with very little vegetation.

If some grass will grow the operator will re-seed with what is recommended.
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
